Once in the quieter air and re- 
lieved of (.triniwooil's weight the balloen 
pursued its course up the lake and 
across the Straits of Mnckinar into 
Canada, thence returning again iu a di- 
rection a little south of east. It was nn 
doubtedly the name balloon thnt was 
telegraphed from Anrorrt, Ontario, to the 
Associated Press, on July 21st, it having 
passed over there two days previously. 
Donalsou then, according to Mr. Wil- 
son's narrative, must have been lying nn- 
consious in the bottom of tie bask*!, tht 
basket itself being careened in «onse- 
qnence of the breaking of the netting on 
the side when Grimwood was thrown 
out. The aeronaut was roused from his 
faint by the orafihing of the basket 
among the tree tops, but roowd only to 
be thrown violently to the ground, with 
the injuries above mentioned. But for 
his broken limbs, there is little doubt 
that his great physical endnrarree Bad 
nerve had carried him safely onf 6t the 
wilderness: bnt, injaredas he was, death 
was only n matter of a few days.
